if they be Good ? Much more then ſurely, if 
we have any true Zeal for Religion, any regard 
for the Publick Good, ought we to exprels our 
Grief, when the Fathers of our Country are by 
Death taken from us. 
For 1ft. A Religious Prince 1s a great Blek 
fing to a Nation, a promiſed Mercy, Iſaidh 
49. v.23. 'Tis ſaid, Kings ſball be thy nw fing Fe 
thers, and their Queens thy nurſing Mothers,” A 
Godly Prince 1s an unſpeakable Bleſſing, ſfucharay 
of Divine Love and Favour to a Nation, as be 
ſpeaks a very peculiar and diſtinguiſhing Provi- 
dence preſiding over it. Becauſe the Lord loved 
rael for evergtherefore made he thee King {ſpeaking 
to Solomon ) to do judgment and juſtice, 1 Kiny 
10. 9.9. orto eftabliſh them for ever, as tis ret 
dred 2 Chron. g, v. 8. When Princes are endued 
with Wiſdom, Piety, and the Fear of God, 
"tis at once the greateſt' Luſtre and Glory to 
themſelves, and the greateſt Mercy aad Bleſſing 
which a People can enjoy. Bleſſed be thou 0 
Land, when thy King is the ſon of Nobles, and 


thy 
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thy Princes eat in due ſeaſon for ftrength, and I 


wt for drunkenneſs. On the other hand, An 
Incligious Prince is a ſure Token of Gods hea- 
vp. Diſpleaſure againſt a People, and of fore 
Judgments and Defolations to be poured out up- 
on them. Wo unto thee, O Land, when thy King 
is a Child, and thy Princes eat in the morning, 
Feel, 1o. ©. 16. when thy King is a Child, that is 
n Underſtanding; ſuch was Rehoboam in the 
midſt and ſtrength of his Age, a Child of one 
and forty Years old, » 
2d. Princes have a very preat Influence upon 
their People, either to diffuſe and ſpread the 
true Religion, or Idolatry and Prophaneneſs 
throughout their Territories. Thouſands, nay 
almoſt whole Nations and Kingdoms imitating, 
and following their Examples; for what Enter- 
tamment Religion. meets with at Court, the like 
for the moft part it finds throughout the King- 
dom. A Religious King therefore is a mighty 
Inftrument both ro eſtabliſh-the true Religion and! 
to engage his Subjefs in the ways thereof, by 
ſetting over them faithful Paſtors, Men of Learn- 
op, Integrity and Piety, fuch as ſhall feed them: 
wth the ſpiricnal Food' of ſound Knowledge, 
ad. win them. by. the Prevalency. of their own 
good: 
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good Examples, <boſypbat a Religious Prince - 

ſent Princes, and with them Lewites and Prieſts, 

to Teach in all the Cities of Judah; and 4, 

his Father a good King commanded Judah ty 

ſeek the Lord.

Thus in Fulian the Apoſtates Reign they re- 
turned to Idolatry, and did with the utmoſt 
Zeal eſpouſe it, Contending as eargerly for 
Error as Truth itſelf. 

2. Religious Princes are the Defence 
of a People; they are as the Walls of a 
Nation, as the Chariots and Horſe-men 
thereof : The Pſalmiſt Pſ. 47.9.9 calls them 
the Shields of the Earth , for by their Pray- 
ers they engage the. Irreſiſtible Strength of 
Heayen to be on their Side. Whilſt the 
Governours and Princes of Iſrael and Fudab 
were Religious, and kept cloſe to the Ser- 
vice of God, they were Victorious and Tri- 
umphant, as in the Days of Foſhna and the 
Elders who out-liv'd him; and as in David's, 
dſa's, Feboſaphat's, and Hezekjab's Reigns + 
But when they forſook, the Lord their God, 
bis Word and Ordinances, they ſoon fell as a 
Prey into the greedy Jaws of the Aſſyrian 
Monarchs, by whom they were carried a- 
way Captive. At Jeaſt good Princes ſtave 
and keep off the Execution of Judgments 
upon a Nation, when they cannot by all 
their Prayers and Tears turn them away 3 

C | Heze- 
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Dezekiab, when ſuch black Clouds of Wrath 
did ' hang over Jadab and Jeruſalem, that 
Micab Propheſied chap. 3. wv. 12. That Zion 
ſhould be Plowed as a Field, and Feruſulem | 
ſhould become heaps, and the Mountain of the 
houſe, as . the . high places of the Foreſt, did 
yer ſo far prevail, that Peace and Truth Floy- 
riſhed in his Days. And ii Foſrab's Reign, 
when that Nation was'in ſuch deep Arrears 
to the Almighty, that the Execution of all 
the Threats and Judgments Denounced a 
gainft them, was ready to take place ; yet 
by Prayer and Humiliation , did this good 
King ſo far mitigate the Divine Wrath, that 
it did not lay hold on them, during his Life. 
When good Princes are 'taken away from 
a People, *tis like the breaking down the 
Bounds of the Sea; a paſlage is thereby 
laid open for the Divine Wrath to break 
- In upon,and overwhelm them : Well there- 
fore may the Death of good Princes: be

Firſt, His: Great and Extraordinary Piety.

Fagrly, The time of his Death. 


Fir, He was a Prince of moft Illuſtri- 
ous Piety, one of the brighteſt Stars that did 
ever Shine-on the Throne of Iſrael or Fu- 
dah, - There are ſome ſpecial remarks of his 
Piety : In the Eighth Year oi his Reign, 
that is, the Sixteenth -Year of his Age, 
(for he was eight years old when he began 
to Reign) whilſt he was yet young, he be- 
gan to ſeek after 'the Lord ;. Solomon alſo 
fought the Lord God of his Fathers, _ 
C 2 e 
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he was young, bur his Piety was ſtrangely 
Clouded: and Eclipſed in his elder years ; for 
it came to paſs when Solomon was old, tha 
bis Wives turned away his heart after other 
Gods, 1 Kings 14. v. 4+ But Joſtah's Seck. 
ing of the Lord was as clear as the Morn- 
ing, as bright as the Sun, it knew no De- 
clenfion. His Piety did ſurpaſs thar of all the 
Kings of Iſrael and” Judah which were be- 
fore him : The Holy Ghoſt gives this High 
and Honourable Charatter of him, that like 
unto him there was no King before him, that 
turned to the Lord with all bis Heart, and 
with all bis Soul, and with all his Might, ac- 
cording to all the Law of Moſes, neither after 
him aroſe there any like him. Other Kings 
there were in Iſrael and Judah of very high 
Elevations in Gifts and Graces, whoſe Hearts 
were ſincere and perfe& with the Lord, and 
lifted up in his Ways, yet they had ſome 
foiles, their Beauty was ſullied with ſome 
ſpots and blemiſhes: But this good King 
was unſpotted in his Reputation, and ſo in- 
nocent in his Life, that we cannot charge 
him with any thing unbecoming his Pro- 
feſlion. |

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Secondly, He was a very Zealous Prince, 
a Burning Lamp of Zeal for the Glory of 
Cod, and Purity of his Worſhip, the moſt 
Zealous of the Kings that did ever fic on the 
Throne of Iſrael or Judah, in rooting out 1- 
dolatry. In the twelfih year of (his Reign, 
be began to purge Tudah and Feruſalem from 
the bigh places, and the groves, and the car 
ved Images, and the molten Images ; and they 
brake down the Altars of Baalim in his Pre- 
ſence, and the Images that were on high a- 
bove them, he cut down ; and the Groves, 
and the carved Images, and the molten Ima- 
ges be brake in pieces, and made duſt of them, 
and flrewed it upon the Graves of them that 
bad Sacrificed unto them; and: be burnt the 
bones of the Priefts apon their Altars,and chanſ* 
ed Tudah and Feruſalem, 2 Chron. 24. v. g, 
4, 5- Of other Reforming Kings 'tis noted,

Thirdly, He was of a very publick $pj 
rit, for when he underſtood by the words 
of the Law, That great was the Wrath of 
the Lord that was to be poured out upon 
Fudab and Jeruſalem, becauſe their Father, 
kept not the Word of the Lord, he com- 
manded Hzlkiah the Prieſt and others ſaying, 
go, enquire of the Lord for me, and for they 
them that are left in Iſrael and Fudah concern- 
ing the words of the book that is fouid; 
And. he endeavoured partly - by Penitential 
Tears, and deep Humblings of himſelf, to 
allay the Divine Wrath and Indignation 
( forwbzs beart was tender, and he did humble 
bimſelf before God ) and partly by entering 
intoa Covenant with God : the ſum andte- 
nor of which was, to walk after the Lord, 
qnd to keep bis Commandments and his 'Sta- 
tutes,: with all bis Heart, and with all bis 
Soul, and. to.-perform the words of the Cove- 
nant , "which are written 'in the Book of 
Moſes': And he canſed all that were preſent

babitants of Teruſalem did according to the 
Covenant of God, the God of their Putbers, 
35 you may-find it written, 2 Cron, 3q wver- 
ſee 31, 32. All this did this good King to 
avert, were it poſſible, imminent Judg- 
ments and threatned Deſolations ; but he 
came to the Throne in ſuch, an ll time, 
when they had ſo highly offended the Majeſty 
of Heayen,and ſo increaſed his Anger through 
their many Sins and repeated Provocations, 
that notwithſtanding all this great Reforma- 
tion, and the-keeping of ſuch a Paſſover as 
never was kept in Iſrael, ſince the days of Sa- 
muel the Prophet, yet the Lord turned not from 
the fierceneſs of his great wrath,  wherewith 
bis anger was kinled againſt Judah, becauſe 
of all the prowvocations that Mana ſjes had pro-

I am apt to think, 
that this was not ſpoken of Zedekiab, x 
ſome would have it ; for under ſuch a Wic- 
ked and Idolatrous Prince, they could not 
promiſe themſelves any ſafety ; and when 
Fofiah ,Dyed, all their ſwelling hopes of 
future Proſperity expired and dyed with him;

She was pleaſed to Honour and Countenance 
with Her Royal Preſence. Now that She 
did ſo greatly promote and encourage Rei 
gion amongſt us, is a plain proof, an unde- 
niable Argument, that (hke Her Pious Grand: 
father, that great Luminary of Religion, 
both in bis Life and Death) She truly loy. 
ed that Church, in the Communion of which 
She was Baptized, Educated, and (o lived 
and dyed : Nothing was wanting in Her to 
bring Religion into the greateſt Vogue and 
Reputation.

Thirdly, She was of a very Publick Spi- 
rit, for when the Roman Eagle began to 
expand its ſpreading wings, and we were 
polleſſed with the juſteſt Fears and dangers, 
ſhe with an humble Truſt and Confidence in 
Divine Mercy, readily parted with whatever 
was dear to her, nay, with her Royaldea-.. 
reſt Husband for a time'z who in the moſt 
dreadful Seaſon of the Year, ventured on 
a very dangerous Expedition, ſeconded with 
innumerable Difficulties, to reſcue us from 
the daily Rapes committed upon our Laws 
and Liberties, and to preſerve and continue 
the beauty of the Goſpel among us, for 
which the Hearts of all good Men did then 
tremble, as much as the Heart of El: for 
the Ark of God, when he underſtood it was 
in danger of being taken by the Philiſtines :

were Her Thoughts, upon the Glory of God, 
and the Publick Good ; that ſhe found no 
latisfaction within Herſelf, till our Rights, 
which did then Bleed, were Afſerted, and the 
Welfare of all the Proteſtants in Exrope, 
which then lay at Stake, was in ſome good.

Fourthly, She came to the Throne by a 


ſignal hand of Providence 3 | fo very viſible 


and conſpicuous were the Rays of. Divine 
Wiſdom, Power and Goodneſs in hringing 


it to paſs, that the worſt of Men muſt 


(with Fharaob's Magicians) cry out, this is 


the finger of God.

out of darkneſs, tor God in Judgment remem- 
bred mercy. Now that our Illuſtrious Prin- 
cels was taken from us, ſoon after ſo great # 
Diliverance as this, may ſtrike Dread into 
our Hearts, and chill our Spirits! For tho 
She was gathered to Her Grave in Peace, yet 
for ought we know, it may be a ſad Preſage 
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of many Mifſeries and Calamiti& ready to 
betide us : Mercies and Deliverances, when 
abuſed, turn into Judgments. In Foſiub' 
days God offered the Jews Mercy, but what- 
ever ties and Obligations lay upon them to 
reform and amend,they would not hearken to 
the voice of God, nor turn from theirEvil ways, 
which proved their utter Ruin and Deſtrudi. 
on: And I'pray God that our ingratitude 


and unreformedneſs under our late great De- 


liverance, may not end in one of the foreſt 
Judgments, that ever yet befel this Nation ; 
if it be fo, we have none to blame but our 
ſelves, bur yet from former inſtances of Gods
